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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1, 2, 5, and 6 remain, claims 3 and 4 have been cancelled. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of appUcation for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 2, and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Haneda. 

Haneda teaches a tray, 16, for holding a stack of media sheets for feeding into a printing 
mechanism, the tray conprising: a first media guide, 162, movable relative to a first wall in a 
first direction to vary a first spacing in between for accommodating different media sizes in the 
first direction; a second media guide, 166A and 166B, manually adjustable relative to a second 
wall of the tray in a second direction which is perpendicular to the first direction to vary a second 
spacing in between for accommodating different media sizes in the second direction; and a 
means for synchronizing movements of the first guide with movements of the second guide so 
that adjustment of the first guide is automatically achieved through the manual adjustment of the 
second guide see figure 3 and 4, and column 5, hne 35 through column 6, line 60. 

Haneda further teaches a means for transporting movements to the first guide, 162, by 
moving the second guide, 166A and 166B; and means for positioning the first guide, 162, so that 
the position of the first guide relative to the first wall is predetermined when the second guide 
reaches the desired position, see column 6, lines 10+. 
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The synchronizing means, as taught by Haneda, includes a rotatable gear, 169 A, 
interactable with the second guide for transforming linear movements of the second guide in the 
second direction into rotational movement of the gear, and wherein rotational movement of the 
gear are further transformed into linear movement of the first guide in the first direction, see 
column 5, line 35+ through column 6, line 60, and figxires 3-5. 

The synchronizing means of Haneda further includes a cam, 169B, coupled to the first 
guide, wherein the cam is driven by the gear for transforming rotational movements of the gear 
into the linear movements of the first guide, and wherein the cam has a predefined profile for 
positioning the first guide relative to the first wall, see figures 3-5 and column 6, lines 10+. 
Regarding the rejection of claims 4 and 5, the examiner determined that the Merriam-Webster's 
Collegiate Dictionary definition of a cam is as follows: "rotating of sUding pieces in a 
mechanical linkages used esp. in transforming rotary motion into linear motion or vice versa." 
Therefore, it was determined by the examiner that the feature 169B taught by Haneda is a cam 
and meets the limitations of claims 4 and 5. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claim 6 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 



Response to Arguments 
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Applicant's arguments filed 25 August 2004 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. In response to Applicant's argument that the cam in the Applicant's claims is an 
object which transforms motion to another object which is in sliding contact with the cam, claims 
are interpreted in the light of the specification. Although these elements are found in the 
specification, they were not claimed explicitly. Nor were the words that are used in the claims 
defined in the specification to require these limitations. A reading of the specification provides 
no evidence to indicate that these limitations must be imported into the claims to give meaning to 
disputed terms. Constant v. Advanced Micro-Device Inc., 1 USPQ2d 1064. Therefore, it is 
reasonable for the examiner to use any valid definition when defining the feature within the 
claim. As a result, the definition of a cam according to the Webster's Collegiate Dictionary is 
valid, and the prior art Haneda reads on the claims 1 , 2, and 5.
